ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN AUSTRALIA, July 7—A United States 
naval victory in the Solomons—probable sinking of six Japanese warships 
and damaging of four others out of a cruiser-destroyer force at a cost of 
one cruiser—was announced today, one week after the outbreak of the 
current Pacific offensive. 
The triumph, recorded by guns of American ships which flashed in 
darkness of July 5-6 in the Kula gulf above New Georgia island, was 
sketched in a communique from headquarters of Gen. Douglas McArthur. 
Although bearing out in dearer outline an earlier announcement 
from the Navy in Washington that the Kula gulf battle definitely was 
an American victory, today’s communique left many details to be filled 
in, including how many of the enemy ships hit were cruisers and how 
many destroyers. One definitely was a destroyer, blasted by 500-pound 
bombs of American planes after It had been beached by damage suffered 
in the naval engagement.

farms residential section two miles 
east of Reno beach and covering 
a number of fertile vegetable farms.

War had broken out in Europe, but congress was 
not unduly disturbed. France had the world's strong­ 
est army, and its Maginot line was Impregnable. Ger­ 
many had bitten off more than it could chew. Italy 
was not to be taken seriously. Japan, which could not 
defeat China, was a victim of militarism. In England, 
air raid wardens were getting the horse laugh, and 
drills to prepare the population for bombings were 
Objected to as a waste of time. 
Russia, which had made a strange alliance with 
Germany, was not to be taken seriously; its army was 
no good; it could not defeat Finland. 
The 
United 
States, though it had been warned about heavier na­ 
tional defense expenditures, 
was 
putting its main 
faith in its new neutrality act. There was considerable 
excitement because Great Britain was opening United 
States mail at Bermuda. 
When a British cruiser removed Oerman officers 
and men enroute home by way of Japan and Siberia, 
the 
Japanese 
government 
called It an "unfriendly 
act." 
Parlor conversation turned frequently to the 
"phony war” In Europe, and every school boy kn#w 
the intricacies of the underground fortifications that 
were to stoo the Germans in their tracks until finally 
they would be licked hands down in a war of attrition 
they could not withstand. 
By the following July the world situation had been 
turned upside down and inside out by the strength of 
Adolf Hitler's bid for military supremacy. 
France, 
the Low countries, Norway and the British balance of 
power were gone. 
Instinctively, Americans knew they were destined 
for another great war, but through the summer and 
fail they were too engrossed in the affairs of a na­ 
tional election to think much about It. Mr. Roosevelt 
was running for a third term, which was unprecedent­ 
ed. Wars happened all the time. 
The 77th congress, still with heavy Democratic- 
New Deal majorities In both houses, convened and re­ 
mained in continuous session throughout It* life. 
It 
had the responsibility of performing the legislative 
function in the preparation and conduct of war. The 
preoccupation with social legislation and reform that 
had characterised congress since 1933 vanished. 
The 
New Deal ceased to be a legislative responsibility and 
became the special cause of the fourth branch of gov­ 
ernment—the bureaucracy. 
In November, 1942, when the 
78th 
congress was 
elected—the first wartime election—the Democratic- 
New Deal majority vanished. Republicans almost won 
a majority hi the house 
of 
representatives 
They 
gained 10 seats In the senate. 
This Is the congress 
now taking a recess. It Is not the first time congress 
men are leaving Washington since January, 1940, but 
it is the first recess that finds congress abreast of its 
tasiks. It is the first recess that could have been an 
adjournment, if congressional leaders had wanted to 
wait on the chief executive’s orders to reconvene. 
No branch of the government has worked harder 
than congress during the war. While it gets no credit 
from its perennial critics for doing so. no branch of 
the government has done more to perpetuate a form 
of government in which the governing power is dis­ 
tributed among executive, 
legislative 
and judicial 
offices.

While acknowledging the loss of 
two unidentified towns near Bel­ 
gorod at the southernmost end of 
the revitalized 165-mile front, the 
Red army announced last night 
that in two days its artillery had 
smashed 1,271 ehemy 
tanks 
and 
shot down 314 planes while the 
German loss in dead exceeded 10.- 
000. 
Advices from the front indicated 
the German high command was 
sending wave after wave of ar­ 
mored units and infantry against 
the strongly defended Soviet posi­ 
tions, making no appreciable head­ 
way. 
(The Soviet monitor in London 
reported that the customary Rus­ 
sian midday communique was not 
broadcast today.)
